The draw meant that with 
four games of the season 
remaining Spurs remain a 
point ahead of Saints in the bat¬ 
tle for Europe. 

There was a fantastic atmos¬ 
phere at St Mary’s with the 
Saints fans cheering manager 
Ronald Koeman and significant 
pockets of orange around the 
ground in honour of the manag¬ 
er. 

Mauricio Pochettino, mean¬ 
while, was roundly booed the 
first time he ventured off the 
bench and into his technical 
area. 

The game started at a high 
intensity with both sides clear¬ 
ly aware of the significance of 
the match. 

Tottenham were playing like a 
carbon copy of Saints under 
Pochettino last season, very 
high tempo and pressing really 
high up the pitch. 

Koeman’s men meanwhile 
were looking strong and trying 
to dominate possession to 
impose their game on Spurs. 

With both sides cancelling 
each other out somewhat there 
were no early chances. 

The nearest either side came 
was Ryan Bertrand’s fantastic 
left-wing cross on 11 minutes 
but Graziano Pelle couldn’t 
quite reach it and was already 
in an offside position.

Cherries benefit 
as Boro slip up 

CHERRIES are the only side who can pip 
Watford to the Championship title after the 
Hornets clinched their return to the Barclays 
Premier League with a 2-0 victory over 
Brighton today. 

And the south coast side’s own promotion 
prospects received a massive boost thanks to a 
stoppage-time winner at Fulham. 

With Middlesbrough slumping to a 4-3 defeat 
to Fulham and Norwich failing to see off 
Rotherham, the league-leading Hornets can 
now only be caught by Bournemouth, who play 
on Monday. 

It also means that a win for Bournemouth in 
the home clash against Bolton will leave them 
three points clear of third-placed 
Middlesborough with a game to play, and a far 
superior goal difference. 

Watford, who now boast five successive wins, 
ground out a workmanlike success before a 
crowd of 28,841 at the Amex Stadium to return 
to the top flight, eight years after their relega¬ 
tion from the Premier League. 

Slavisa Jokanovic's side took the lead in the 
29th minute when Troy Deeney rifled in his 
21st goal of the season from close range. 

The Seagulls should have taken something 
from the game and defender Joe Bennett wast¬ 
ed an opportunity to grab them a point late on, 
before Czech substitute Matej Vydra sealed the 
points with a cool finish in the last minute of 
stoppage-time. 

A hat-trick from Lee Gregory in Millwall's 3-3 
draw with Derby was not enough to lift the 
Lions out of the relegation zone. 

Millwall looked on course to leapfrog 
Rotherham, who were deducted three points 
for fielding an ineligible player on Friday, 
when they were 3-1 up after 50 minutes, but a 
70th-minute penalty from Chris Martin and 
Jeff Hendrick's strike five minutes from time 
handed play-off hopefuls Derby a valuable 
point to keep Millwall in 22nd, one point behind 
the Millers. 

Derby's late equaliser handed a lifeline to 
Wigan, who are three points adrift of safety 
after their 1-0 defeat to Wolves, which leaves 
Kenny Jackett's side eighth in the table, two 
points away from the play-off places. 

Brentford are also two points behind sixth- 
placed Derby after seeing off Reading 2-0. 

Middlesbrough's hopes of automatic promo¬ 
tion were dealt a blow by Ross McCormack, 
who scored three goals including a stoppage¬ 
time winner as Fulham won 4-3 at Craven 
Cottage. 

Norwich's promotion hopes also took a hit as 
Rotherham scored a late equaliser in a rousing 
1-1 draw.

83rd-minute winner as fifth-placed Ipswich 
remained in the play-off zone with an edgy 2-1 
victory over Nottingham Forest.

Dame N’Doye missed a first-half sitter but put Hull 
in front seven minutes into the second half, and for 
good measure it was he too who made it 2-0 in injury 
time at Selhurst Park.

AFTER Chelsea’s victory over 
Manchester United, they are 
now, bar the formal presenta¬ 
tion, the champions of 
England. 

This title will also mark the ten- 
year anniversary of the Blues’ 
first league success in over 50 
years, which was the first of the 
Roman Abramovich era. 

So, with both title-winning sides 
having been led by the same man, 
Jose Mourinho, who would win in 
a hypothetical clash of Stamford 
Bridge eras? 

Chelsea’s 2004/05 side that broke 
their long league drought were 
bona fide record breakers, accru¬ 
ing 95 points - more than any 
other team have managed in the 
Premier League era. 

They conceded the least number 
of goals and kept a staggering 25 
clean sheets that season. 

In terms of statistics, this cur¬ 
rent Chelsea team don’t come 
close, but in terms of personnel 


and style how do they measure 
up? 

In between the sticks is arguably 
where both teams have been 
blessed in equal measure. 

Ten years ago, Petr Cech was 
establishing himself as one of the 
best goalkeepers not only in 
England but in world football, just 
as Thibaut Courtois is now doing. 

Separating the two, even today, 
proves difficult, and in this 
respect either side can count on 
one of the best to guard their goal. 

In central defence we see the 
04/05 vintage take their first step 
in front. 

For all of John Terry’s heroics 
this year, few would argue that he 
is as commanding and impressive 
as he was a decade ago. 

Added to this is that his partners 
have been of vastly different qual¬ 
ity. 

Terry and Ricardo Carvalho 
made up arguably the best cen¬ 
tral-defensive partnership the 
Premier League has seen and, 


although impressive, the combi¬ 
nation with Gary Cahill falls far 
behind the pair that broke so 
many records previously. 

Again, the men screening the 
defence in both eras in west 
London have been the top of their 
discipline. 

Nemanja Matic has been superb 
in his first 18 months at the 
Bridge, putting in performances 
that have seriously put into ques¬ 
tion why he was moved on in the 
first place. 

However, up against him is the 
man that essentially defined and 
created the position. 

Any midfielder who stifles the 
opposition and protects his 
defence like a mother defending 
their new-borns is playing in ‘the 
Makelele role’. 

The Frenchman, Claude 
Makelele, was ahead of his time 
and a revolutionary, and on that 
basis gets the nod over the super- 
talented Matic. 

The striking area is arguably the 


only one in which Mourinho’s 
current charges have the edge 
over his former troops. 

Didier Drogba had yet to reach 
the mountainous heights he 
would achieve in a blue shirt ten 
years ago, and when you compare 
that to Diego Costa - who has hit 
the ground running in such a way 
that few strikers in European foot¬ 
ball could - the Spain internation¬ 
al just edges it. 

As you may have noticed, this 
comparison has not mentioned 
the present Chelsea’s star man, 
Eden Hazard. 

He would unquestionably be a 
shining light in either side, and, 
for all of Damien Duffs attributes, 
he wasn’t quite at the Belgian’s 
level. 

Few this season in the Premier 
League, and even in Europe, come 
close actually. 

In terms of style of play, this pre¬ 
sent Chelsea team promised so 
much. 

At the beginning of the cam¬ 


paign, they played with a verve jp 
and swagger almost unheard of 
from a Mourinho side. 

However, as the season has 
developed, they have become 
more and more the typical sort of 
outfit that we expect from the A 
Chelsea boss. 

But, with a fully fit Diego Costa ^ 
and a firing Cesc Fabregas, the XI _ 
we now see is definitely more aes¬ 
thetically pleasing than ones past. 

If the two were to play against 
each other in some far gone uni¬ 
verse, expect a dour affair, with 
two technically well-drilled teams 
physically battling it out. 

However, with a Frank Lampard 
in his prime and a base of Terry 
and Carvalho, it would be hard 
not to back the old boys to over¬ 
come the new guard. 

One thing is for sure, though. 
This current Chelsea side will be 
the ones standing tall in the 
Premier League at the end of the S 
2014/15 season and, for Mourinho, 
that is what matters most.

EASTLEIGH overcame an early scare 
to confirm their Vanarama Conference 
play-off spot with a 2-1 comeback 
victory over Kidderminster Harriers in 
their last game of the normal season 
at the Silverlake Stadium today. 

Harriers took advantage of the Spitfires’ 
early nerves to take a lead less than a minute 
in, as Danny Wright slotted home after 
Eastleigh stopper Ross Flitney messed-up a 
clearance outside his area. 

But, in front of a bumper 4,024 crowd (their 
second biggest ever), Richard Hill’s side 
found their stride and confirmed a remark¬ 
able fourth place Conference finish with a 
superb second period display, which means 
they face Grimsby Town in the two-legged 
semi final, writes PETER HOWARD. 

Ben Strevens hit his ninth goal of the cam¬ 
paign on 53 minutes as he fired in from the 
far-post from a Jai Reason corner for the 
equaliser. 

James Constable, who worryingly limped 
off late on after taking a knock, was then on 
target for his 19th of the term as he coolly hit- 
home after Jack Midson had struck the post 
from range. 

The result means that the Spitfires can dis¬ 
regard results from play-off rivals 
Macclesfield and Forest Green Rovers, and 
subsequently means they will now play in the 
semi-final on Thursday, April 30 at Stoneham 
Lane, followed by the away trip on Sunday, 
May 3. 

One change was made from the 2-1 victory 
at Lincoln City, with Harry Pell dropping to 
the bench for Craig Stanley in a straight cen¬ 
tre-midfield swap. 

Kidderminster, meanwhile, made two alter¬ 
ations with Callum Gittings and Luke 
Maxwell coming in for Jake Green and Nat 
Kelly to make up a midfield trio.

What he was looking at was a 
bunch of blokes kicking a ball 
around a grass pitch. 

Either he knew something we 
didn’t about the match or his 
words perhaps could have been 
chosen better. 


The biggest negative about 
Pochettino was the manner of his 
departure. 

The fact that the talk over his 
future was festering for so long 
did seem to unsettle the squad. 

With the manager not commit¬ 
ting, for obvious reasons now, his 
players started to question their 
places too.

MAGPIES ON THE EDGE OF 
WEIR SEATS OVER FUTURE 


ALRESFORD Town’s future as a 
Sydenhams Wessex League 
club is in danger of being 
stubbed out. 

The Magpies - Premier Division 
runners-up for the last two seasons 
- have a serious ground-grading 
issue to overcome. 

Their landlords, New Alresford 
Town Council, have effectively 
removed 40 seats from the balcony 
overlooking the pitch to accommo¬ 
date a smoking area for users of the 
council-run bar at Arlebury Park. 

It means that Alresford, Wessex 
members since the 2004/05, no 
longer comply with the Step 5 
ground grading requirement of 100 
covered seats. 

Unless the problem is resolved in 
the next month, the Magpies will 
not only withdraw from the Wessex 
ranks but will pull the plug on 
senior football altogether. 

When club chairman Trevor 
Ingram raised the matter at a recre¬ 
ation committee meeting in 
February, it was proposed that a 50- 
seater stand be erected between the 
dugouts and tennis courts. 

With the Hampshire FA unable to 
fund replacement seats, the club 
provided the town council with

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competitive quotes for the work. 

But, although time is of the 
essence, the Magpies have been told 
that no decision can be made until 
after the election of a new council in 
May - even though it’s the current 
council that created the problem in 
the first place. 

What really grates with Alresford 
is that the facilities would not be a 
patch on what they are today with¬ 
out the football club’s hard work in 
securing funding for ground 
improvements. The upgrade was in 
part financed by a £245,934 grant 
from the Premier League and The 
FA Facilities Fund, delivered by the 
Football Foundation, plus £40,000 
from the Football Stadia 
Improvement Fund. 

Yet, despite that massive input, 
the club say they were not even con¬ 
sulted about the extension to the 
balcony area which means they can 
no longer put seats in and out every 
season. 

“The crux of the matter is that we 
don’t have the ground grading and 


that’s particularly awkward for me 
because I help Ian Craig out on the 
Wessex League’s ground-grading 
committee, so I can hardly tell other 
clubs to do work I’m not doing 
myself,” said Ingram, pictured 
below right. 

“We’ll be meeting the Football 
Foundation in a week to ten days 
and a technical officer will come 
down and hopefully advise the 
council about reconfiguring the 
seating. 

“But if it’s not resolved in three 
or four weeks the council have 
got a problem because the 
football club will be gone and 
a lot of funding for the 
ground came via the 
Football Foundation. 

“It’s taken a lot of time 
and effort to get the facili¬ 
ties up to scratch and it’s 
the football club that’s done 
that, not the council.” 

SWL chairman Ian Hoare 
said Alresford would be given 
every chance to resolve the 
problem. 

“The league consti¬ 
tution won’t be 
formed until the 
AGM on June 16/ 
he said. 


“Alresford have worked really 
hard and it’s unfortunate that 
something like this has come up to 
stop their progress. 

“It’s sad because Trevor and his 
crew have put in an enormous 
amount of work and none of the 
improvements would have hap¬ 
pened without the football club 
being there. 

“We’re here to fully support 
Alresford Town.” 
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STEVE Hollick’s only regret 
about the new coaching set¬ 
up at AFC Totton is that he 
will no longer have Shaun 
Kitcher for company in the 
dugout. 

Kitcher proved an invaluable 
right-hand man to Hollick during 
his brief caretaker spell in charge 
of the Southern One South & 

: West outfit. 

But with Hollick now confirmed 
as first-team boss, supported by a 
new coaching team of Lee Burch 
(head coach), Dave Rowland 
(club coach) and Jamie Cotton 
(goalkeeper coach), Kitcher has

Between them Totton’s new 
managerial/coaching team boast 
an impressive list of coaching 
qualifications - none more so 
than Burch who is working 
towards the UEFA A Licence. 

“I’ve known Lee since our 
Bashley days and he’s one of the 
best coaches I know.

“I just think 
he’s a goalscorer 
and the thing about 
Warren is that he 
does it every week,” 
he said. 

“It not like he plays 
well for ten games and 
then you don’t see him 
for the next five. He 
does it consistently week 
in, week out. 

“He’d have to go into the right team, 
but I’m sure Warren would fit in well 
because he’s a confident lad who’s 
good around people. I don’t think 
anything would faze him, He’s a 
nice lad, but he’s got that edge to 
him you need.” 

If Bentley were to move on, Masters 
would be left to replace the irreplace¬ 
able. 

“I don’t think we could replace him 
one on one, but we could go a slightly 
different way,” he said. “We’ve got some 
good attacking players at the club.” 

With champions Petersfield Town 
first in line for promotion, Winchester 
must wait and see if they too get the nod 
as runners-up. 

History suggests, however, that only 
one will go up, so Masters is not count¬ 
ing his chickens. 

“We’re taking it that only one side 
goes up, that’s the rules,” he said. 

“We’re setting ourselves up to be a 
Wessex League club again next year 
and, if something else happens, we’ll 
deal with it at the time. 

“I honestly think the side we’ve got 
now is the right age to go up, but the 
league doesn’t lie and Petersfield have 
been the best side this season. 

“But there’s a real good spirit among 
our lads and I don’t envisage too many 
changes whatever league we’re in. We’ll 
bring in two or three and that will be 
that.”

Tipped for the top 


DAVE Lewis hasn’t even started 
his year’s sabbatical from foot¬ 
ball - and he’s missing it 
already! 

The Folland Sports boss is taking 
his leave of the post after today’s 
final game of the Sydenhams 
Premier Division season at 
Lymington Town. 

It’s been a hard slog for Lewis 
since he stepped up from the assis¬ 
tant manager’s role to replace the 
unwell Danny Bowers in January 
but, in a funny sort of way, he’s 
loved every minute of it. 

“I’ve got a lot of affection for this 
club,” he said. 

“I could have gone two or three 
months ago, but how could I walk 
out on the players? 

“Danny left through illness and I 
couldn’t just leave things. I had to 
see out my commitment.” 

At the turn of the year Follands 
were still in with a shout of the title, 
but Bowers leaving, coupled with 
uncertainty about the future of the 
social club on the Kings Avenue 
site, has seen them fade to ninth. 

But with promising youngsters 
coming through and a favourable 
geographical location for attracting 
new players, Lewis reckons that 
whoever succeeds him will have a 
good job on their hands. 

“Geographically the club is a real¬ 
ly attractive proposition,” he said. 

“Players from the Portsmouth 
area will travel this far over but not 
any further, then we’ve got 
Southampton area players to call 
on plus those from places like 
Bishop’s Waltham. 

“If you compare us to a club like 
Brockenhurst, we are blessed in 
that respect. 

“Pat McManus does a really good 
job at Brock, but because of where 
they are geographically it can make 
it difficult to attract players. 

“We don’t have that problem 
here, we tend to get players and 
keep them and, although there’s 
uncertainty about the social club, 
the football club itself is stable. 

“We’ve got a committee who don’t 
put you under any pressure but 
they’re always there to help you if 
you need it.” 

With that glowing reference, it 
seems somewhat surprising that 
Lewis, a self-confessed “football 
machine”, is giving up the job. 

But he explained: “I’m stepping 
out of it for a while because I’ve got 
a young family. 

“It’s the first time in my life that I 
won’t be involved in football - and 
I’m missing it already!” 

“If I was tired or I’d just had 
enough of football, I wouldn’t miss 


it, but I’m taking a break to be with 
my family.” 

If Lewis thought his last home 
game in charge was going to be a 
pedestrian, end-of-season affair, he 
thought wrong. 

With his beloved Planemakers 1-0 
up against Fawley AFC through 
Richard Gregory, they were dra¬ 
matically reduced to nine men 
early in the second half when 
Ashley Jarvis and Jake Long saw 
red within a matter of seconds of 
each other. 

But as an amazing half of football 
unfolded, home goalkeeper Jarid 
Hixon saved a penalty before 17- 
year-old midfielder Matt Casey 
forced a mistake at the other end to 
make it 2-0. 

Aaron Lucas pulled one back for 
Fawley but, incredibly, it was the 


undermanned Planemakers who 
claimed the points. 

Discussing the double sending- 
off, Lewis said they were both acts 
of retaliation. 

“It happened so far off the ball 
that you couldn’t blame the referee 
for not seeing it, but there were four 
players involved and only our two 
have been sent off,” he said. 

“And while retaliation is not ideal 
and the red cards we’re getting are 
an issue, I would always urge the 
players to stand up for themselves - 
and each other. What are they 
meant to do, just roll over? 

“Our lads played well from start 
to finish, not just with the ball but 
without it. Even when we were 
down to nine men for 35-40 minutes 
we worked our socks off. I was real¬ 
ly proud of the players.” 


FOLLAND Sports skipper Jamie 
Barron is being tipped by his manag¬ 
er to follow former teammate Rory 
Williams into the higher leagues. 

Dave Lewis, out-going boss of the 
Planemakers, says that whoever 
lands Barron’s signature during the 
summer will be a lucky club indeed. 

It’s been a difficult few months for 
Follands but, through good times 
and bad, midfielder Barron has main¬ 
tained the very highest standards. 

“Jamie Barron has flourished. He 
oozes class and is on a completely 
different level,” said Lewis. 

“Whoever signs him is going to get 
a very good player.” 

Lewis was making similar noises a 
couple of years back when Williams 
was the stand-out performer of the 
Follands team. 

The winger/full-back is now an inte¬ 
gral part of Alex Pike’s Gosport 
Borough squad who have finished 
just shy of the Vanarama Conference 
South play-offs. 

“I said with Rory that it’s only when 
you work with him that you realise 
how good he is and it’s the same 
with Jamie,” said Lewis. 

“Rory’s talent exploded for Gosport 
in the Southern Premier Division and 
he’s now playing in a very good 
Conference South side. 

“To take three leagues in your 
stride like that is a big achievement 
and I believe Jamie can do the same. 

“It would take him time to acclima¬ 
tise and get used to the training at 
that level but, for me, he’s a 
Conference South player now and I 
can’t believe no one has come in for 
him. 

“We played Basingstoke Town 
three years ago and he scored the 
winner against them in the 
Hampshire Senior Cup - and he’s a 
better player now than he was then. 


“Jamie’s only about 24 or 25 and 
his best years are still ahead of him.” 

Lewis, meanwhile, has high hopes 
for some of the new kids on the 
Follands block. 

Matt Casey - younger brother of 
AFC Portchester’s former AFC 
Totton and Winchester City goal¬ 
keeper Ross - was one of three 
teens to shine in last Saturday’s 2-1 
win over Fawley AFC. 

The Planemakers played much of 
the second half with nine men after 
Ashley Jarvis and Jake Long had 
been sent off, but their hard-working 
blend of youth and experience car¬ 
ried them through. 

“The pleasing thing for me was 
seeing two players at different ends 
of the age spectrum play so well,” 
said Lewis. 

“At 17, Matt Casey is an outstand¬ 
ing prospect and he pressed them 
into an error for the second goal. 

“Then we had 37-year-old lain 
Calder in defence. It placed extra 
demands on him going down to 
three at the back with nine men, but 
he was a rock for us. I got an awful 
lot of pleasure watching him play. 

“Young Matt plays with so much 
maturity and if he keeps his foot on 
the pedal he’s going to have such a 
bright future. He’s got ability and 
he’s brave. 

“Sometimes you might drop points 
(having young, inexperienced play¬ 
ers in the side), but it’s very reward¬ 
ing bringing players like Matt 
through. 

“We also had Matt Hubbard, a 
young left-back, playing last week 
and Jack Burrows, who is also 17, 
and they all put in faultless displays. 

“All three of them come from Glyn 
Cherrett’s reserves and they’ve 
spent two years now in men’s foot¬ 
ball from the age of 16.”

“The costs of reserve team football outweigh 
introducing a budget to sustain a 16-man squad. 

“We’re looking at an injection of funds from 
sponsorship to keep a sustainable squad for the 
whole season.” 

Gaps in the fixture list - exacer¬ 
bated when a tractor damaged 
goal posts at one end of Grigg / 

Lane - have not helped matters. 

“There’s been a lot going on I 
behind the scenes and having ' 
two weeks with no fixtures did- 1 
n’t help,” McManus confessed. 

“The whole thing’s been a bit dis¬ 
jointed and one or two players have 
just drifted off.” 

One big plus point for Brockenhurst has been 
the recent arrival of Kabba Jack (above) from 
New Milton Town. 

The diminutive striker - described as “a pest” by 
McManus - has given a much-needed boost to his 
threadbare squad. 

“Kabba’s only a small lad, but he’s got great pace 
and he holds the ball up well.

AFC BOURNEMOUTH are aiming to add 
their name to the list of clubs that have 
gone from the fourth tier of English foot¬ 
ball to the top one without any relega¬ 
tions in between. 

Eddie Howe is on the brink of landing his 
third promotion as Cherries boss in the last six 
seasons. 

Almost relegated to the Conference Premier 
as recently as 2009, the Dorset club have a truly 
sensational promotion to the cash-rich Premier 
League in their sights. 

If Cherries did go up this season, only a hand¬ 
ful of clubs in English football would ever have 
made the journey from the old Division 4 to the 
old Division in quicker time. 

The list is headed by Swansea City and 
Wimbledon, who both achieved the feat inside 
four seasons in the late 1970s and 1980s. 

The only clubs included in this list are ones 
that have won three promotions in a row - ie, 
with no relegations in between - taking them 
from the fourth tier of English football to the 
very first one. 


NORTHAMPTON TOWN (1961-1965) 


THIRD PROMOTION 
For Cherries boss 
Eddie Howe 










The Cobblers were the first club to go from the 
newly created Division 4 right through to 
Division 1. 

It took them only five seasons to do it, too - 
winning promotion in 1961,1963 and 1965. 

While that was a rapid rise, their descent back 
to where they had come from was even quicker. 

The club lasted just one season in the top 
flight, and within four years were mid-table in 
the fourth tier. 

Northampton’s maiden season rubbing shoul¬ 
ders with the elite in 1965/66 saw them finish 
second bottom - 21st - at a time when only the 
bottom two went down. 

They finished 13 points clear of rock bottom 
Blackburn, and only three behind 16th placed 
Aston Villa. 

Twelve months later the Cobblers were 
demoted from the second division and, after a 
17th placed finish in the third tier in 1967/68, 
they were 21st again the following season. 

Back in the basement season in 1969/70, 
Northampton could only manage a 14th place 
finish. 

They have never even been back in the second 
tier since those heady mid-1960s moments. 


LUTON TOWN (1968-1974) 

Three different managers won promotion 
with the Hatters in the club’s six-year journey 
from fourth tier to first. 

Allan Brown, Alec Stock and Harry Haslam 
were the three men concerned, with Luton’s 
stay in the top flight lasting just one season in 
1974/75. 


CARLISLE UNITED (1964-1974) 

Promoted in both 1964 and 1965, the 
Cumbrians reached the promised land in 1974. 

After three games of the 1974/75 season, they 
were top of the entire Football League with a 
100 per cent record. 

It didn’t last, and they were relegated in bot¬ 
tom place the following May. 

They have never looked like returning since. 


SWANSEA CITY (1978-1981) 

Like Northampton, their ascent from fourth to 
first tier was rapid - and so was their decline. 

Under ex-Liverpool star John Toshack, the 
Swans won promotion in 1978, 1979 and 1981 to 
beat Northampton’s rise by one season. 

Swansea’s four-season odyssey from bottom 
to top remains the joint-quickest by any club in 
English football league history. 

On arriving in the top flight, Swansea imme¬ 
diately made their mark on the opening day of 
the 1981-82 season when they hammered Leeds 
5-1 with debutant Bob Latchford hitting a hat- 
trick. 

Swansea enjoyed a marvellous first season 
dining at the top table, beating Liverpool and 
Manchester United at The Vetch - and Saints, 
too, for that matter. 

In March 1982 they were top of the entire 


Football League table, but eventually finished 
sixth - the lowest place they had been all season. 

That was as good as it got, however, and the 
rot soon set in. 

Relegated from the top flight in 1982/83, the 
Swans went straight through the second tier 12 
months later. 

After avoiding three straight relegations in 
1984/85, they went down again the season after. 

From the fourth tier to the very top of the first 
one, and back again, all within seven years ... a 
remarkable tale still without parallel. 


WATFORD (1978-1982) 

If the Swansea success story was hard to take 
in, then Watford’s was even more amazing in 
some ways. 

Granted, it took them one season longer - five 
in all - to win three promotions.

After a mid table finish in their first ever sec¬ 
ond division campaign, Bassett’s men finished 
third in 1985/86. 

And there you had it. Elevated to the Football 
League in 1977, within nine years Wimbledon - a 
club with a fanbase of only a few thousand - were 
a First Division club. 

The fairytale, as we know, didn’t end there. 

In Wimbledon’s first ever First Division sea¬ 
son, 1986/87, they finished sixth. 

And the following term, 1987/88, they etched 
their name into footballing folklore by stunning 
Liverpool to win the FA Cup (John Motson: ‘The 
Crazy Gang have beaten the Culture Club.” 

The Dons continued to drop ice cubes down the 
vest of far bigger clubs for a few more years, 
until defeat at The Dell in the final game of 
1999/2000 signalled - with the benefit of hindsight 
- their death knell. 

A few years later, after the club’s board had 
accepted an offer to relocate to Milton Keynes, 
the Dons were history. 

But what a history! 


PORTSMOUTH (1980-1987) 

Yes, Bournemouth’s fellow south coast club 
Pompey are one of the few teams to have made 
their three-tier climb in a short space of time. 

Frank Burrows guided them out of the fourth 
tier in 1979/80 after a two-season stay in the base¬ 
ment. 

Bobby Campbell was in charge when Pompey’s 
three-season tenure in the old Third Division 
was ended with the title in 1982/83. 

And ex-Saints star Alan Ball was in the manag¬ 
er’s seat when Pompey went up again in 1986/87. 

The club’s return to the top flight didn’t last 
long, as they were relegated at the first attempt. 


SWINDON TOWN (1986-1993) 

The Wiltshire club actually won three promo¬ 
tions in five seasons, but had to wait a little bit 
longer before taking their place among the elite. 

After winning back to back promotions in 
1985/86 (fourth division champions) and 1986/87 
(third tier play-offs), the Robins defeated 
Sunderland 1-0 in the 1989/90 second tier play-off 
final at Wembley. 

But they were denied their top flight place after 
being found guilty of making irregular payments 
to players - the only club in the history of the ! 
Football League to suffer such a penalty. 

Under Glenn Hoddle, Swindon defeated 
Leicester 4-3 to win the second tier play-off final Z 
three years later. 

Like Northampton and Portsmouth, Swindon’s / 
season in the sun was limited to one season. 

They finished rock bottom in the second season ' 
of the Premier League in 1993/94, winning just 
four matches and conceding 100 goals. 


BOLTON WANDERERS (1988-1995)

The Trotters won promotion from the fourth 
division in 1988 and again from the third five 
years later. 

After just two years in the second tier, they 
came from 0-2 down to beat Reading 4-3 in a 
thrilling play-off final at Wembley in May 1995. 

Bolton were relegated at the first attempt in 

1995/96, finishing rock bottom. 

The footballing equivalent o a yo-yo, they 
were instantly promoted back as second 
tier champions ... only to suffer relega¬ 
tion at the first attempt again in 1998!

They went up with the Swans in both 1978 and 
1979, and then finished runners-up to arch 
rivals Luton in the old Second Division in 
1981/82. 

Graham Taylor was Watford’s manager for all 
three promotions, with pop star Elton John his 
chairman. 

Watford confounded all their critics by amaz¬ 
ingly finishing runners-up to Liverpool in their 
first top flight season, 1982/83. 

Imagine Bournemouth going up this year and 
finishing runners-up in next season’s Premier 
League? 

That is the equivalent of what Watford 
achieved over 30 years ago, though obviously 
the footballing landscape in terms of financial 
resources was a lot different back then. 

In Watford’s second season in the old First 
Division, 1983/84, they reached what remains

DIVING FORCE AIMING 


HE throws himself off of cliffs around the 
world for a living. Every time he com¬ 
petes, he risks his life. 





So you’d expect Southampton’s cliff diving 
world champion Gary Hunt to be a maverick, 
writes PETER HOWARD. 

Someone who gets their buzz from hurling 
their body 27 metres into jungle waters, oceans 
and rivers around the planet can’t function like 
the rest of us. 

Surely? 

You’d expect him to be like namesake James 
Hunt, the late Formula One world champion 
who was known as an enigmatic loose cannon, 
a free spirit. 

But Hunt is a different breed. 

When I sat down with him at The Quays, the 
hub of diving in the city and home to 
Southampton Diving Academy - where Hunt is 
a life member after spending much of his form¬ 
ative years there - the 30-year-old was far dif¬ 
ferent from what I expected. 

He was softly spoken and calm, but sure of 
himself. 

Hunt was briefly back in his home city while 
the Red Bull Cliff Diving World Series, the com¬ 
petition he has now won four times, took its 
usual winter break. 

It is a pilgrimage he makes a couple of times a 
year from his Paris base to see his friends and 
coaches at The Quays and to see his family, who 
live in Eastleigh, as well as sharing his experi¬ 
ences with youngsters. 

But this year’s trip marked the anniversary of 
a crossroads in his career. 

Twelve months ago Hunt had been toppled 
from his pedestal as the world’s best cliff diver. 

Russian Artem Silchenko - Hunt’s arch-rival 
- had finally beaten him to the title to end the 
Brit’s three-year running streak. 

Hunt returned home to take stock, speak with 
his ex-coaches, former team-mates - including 
Olympic medallist Pete Waterfield - to plot his 
return to the summit. 

Hunt could have continued to compete within 
the world’s top five with his current repertoire 
of dives for years to come, but he didn’t want 
that. 

He wanted to push the boundaries of what 
was thought possible. 

So Hunt - who wants to be known as a diver 
that will never stop trying to test the limits of 
his sport - set about inventing a new routine 
that would show Silchenko who was boss. 

And so he invented a dive that had never been 
attempted before - the front triple flip with 
three-and-a-half twists - was produced using 
inspiration from an old training video Hunt had 
dug out. 

“I had never tried it in the diving pool, but it 
was coming across this old diving clip that 
made me think to myself ‘why don’t I try some¬ 
thing like that’,” Hunt said. 

“That was in February, so it left me with 
another two or three months of training where 
I really focused on that dive (before the World 
Series restarted). 

“It looks different, nobody else had tried this 
dive in that style. 

“I really enjoy that being a part of my image 
as somebody that likes to try new dives.” 

The 2014 season started in Cuba with a third 
place for Hunt, with Blake Aldridge, another 
former Southampton Diving Academy member, 
taking top spot. 

Despite not starting with the bang he’d hoped, 
the 10m synchro Commonwealth Games bronze 
medallist hit superb form with three straight 
wins in the USA, Ireland and then Norway. 

After a disappointing eighth place finish in 
Portugal, a second place in Spain and then vic¬ 
tory in Mexico marked his return to the pinna¬ 
cle by winning his fourth World Series. 

“I wouldn’t have come back with so much 
determination if I hadn’t had lost the title in 
2013,” he said. 

“It’s a great feeling that my year went very 
successfully. 

“The problem now is about keeping that up.” 

Silchenko doesn’t take defeat lightly, and will 
be looking for revenge this year. 


The Brit and the Russian are the same age 
and their careers have been inter-twined for a 
long time. 

“We started high diving at the same time,” 
Hunt said. 

“For about two years we knew of each other 
but we never met. 

“I would be told about Artem and people 
would say ‘he’s a good guy, he will be somebody 
- he will be your rival when you grow up’. 

“People were saying the same thing to him 
about me. 

“When I introduced more difficult dives, he 
realised that to keep up he’d have to bring 
something hard as well. 

“So he learnt a back arm-stand, where he 
enters the water without seeing where he is. 

“For two years, it was very inconsistent for 
him. So he was third or fourth overall in the 
series because he really hurt himself a few 
times trying to learn these dives. 

“In 2013 he had a very good year; he learnt

how to do that dive consistently. 

“I dived well but he got 
more results. 

“He’s done the hard 
work on his dives now. 

He can safely stick 
with his dives and 
remain in the top three 
for a couple of years. 

“I’m in the same boat, I learnt 
a new dive last year, and so those two 
dives I can get consistent on this year and just 
stay consistent.” 

Before Silchenko and Hunt’s paths crossed, 
the former Southampton and Solent University 
student tried to forge a career in the more 
orthodox 10m pool dive. 

He did well too - winning bronze at the 
Melbourne Commonwealth games in 2006 and 
also representing Britain at the European 
Championships in Budapest the same year. 

But he steered away from the 10m because of 






























it feels to do a successful dive. 

“The battle is to convince yourself to go every time. 

“It’s part of what makes it exciting. 

“I’m kind of an adrenaline junky, but I don’t take too 
many risks outside of my job. 

“I still don’t consider high diving a risk because I’ve 
been doing it for so long. 

“I think I know my limits.” 

Hunt subdues his adrenaline fuelled working life 
with relaxation at his home in the French capital, 
where he has settled since going there for a diving 
show and meeting a “good group of people”. 

He eventually met his French girlfriend and has 
stayed ever since. 

He is a keen pianist and also juggles in his spare¬ 
time - joking that he might join the circus once his 
diving career is over. 

Hunt started his fledgling career in Leeds, until he 
was 16-years-old when he and his family relocated for 
the better programme and facilities in Southampton. 

On the south coast he was coached by former 
Olympian and Team GB manager Lindsey Fraser, the 


the amount of talent that stood in his way. 

It was at a time when Waterfield - another of the 
Quays’ success stories - was at the height of his pow¬ 
ers. 

On top of that, with the likes of poster boy Tom 
Daley coming through, Hunt - an Olympic hopeful at 
that time - veered into high diving and, in turn, into 
chucking himself off cliff edges. 

He met Steve Black, the former world champion 
high diver, at a high diving show in Italy who saw his 
talent lay elsewhere from pool diving. 

Four years later Hunt, an ex-Barton Pevril pupil, 
was jumping from 27 metres, nearly three times high¬ 
er than what Waterfield and Daley dive from, and hit¬ 
ting the water at speeds of 60mph. 

Aldridge describes each impact on the water as like 
a car crash, such is the force that the body takes. 

“It does get easier but you still have some doubts,” 
said Hunt. 

“You know it might be painful, there’s a high risk. 
“Part of you tells yourself not to do it. 

“You have to really push yourself to remember how 


director of coaching at the club now. 

Hunt would be in the twilight of his career had he 
stuck with pool diving, but because he’s a high diver 
he could go on for many years to come. 

“I’m in good shape at the moment,” said Hunt. 

“The ex-world champion (Orlando Duque), who won 
the World Cup this year, is ten years older than me. 

“So, if all goes well, I could probably string it out 
another ten years, but it will get harder. 

“In 10m diving, when you get to 30, it’s very tough. 

“It’s only the best in the world, maybe five of six peo¬ 
ple, who can still dive competitively at international 
level after the age of 30. 

“Cliff diving adds another ten years onto the life of 
your career. 

“You’ve got more space in the air, the experience 
helps you. 

“Divers only get good at high diving at the age of 
24/25 because you need that experience of diving 
from 10m to get the confidence to go any higher.” 

Hunt, who specialises in twists over somersaults in 
his dives, is in love with his sport. 

He can see no reason to retire when he’s travelling 
all over the globe to some stunning locations. 

“It’s one of the best sides of the job really,” he said. 

“It’s getting to see these locations. 

“They all have good points and bad points. 

“I definitely like the unique location in Mexico, 
where we dive into a big cenote (a natural pit, or sink¬ 
hole). 

“Normally we’re diving off a cliff into the sea, but 
here it is still water. 

“When you’re walking around on the ground, the 
platform is only five or six metres above where you’re 
standing. 

“But you’re diving into a big hole, so it’s only on the 
end of the board when you look down that you’re div¬ 
ing down 27 metres. 

“On the platform you feel kind of calm, you don’t 
feel like you’re on top of a tower in the middle of the 
air. 

“It’s a nice relaxed feeling on the platform.” 

But, of course, not all of the dives are as enjoyable 
as the Mexican stage in Yacutan, a peninsula stick out 
in between the Caribbean Sea and the Gulf of Mexico. 

Hunt’s least favourite dive last season was the North 
Atlantic stop in Ireland, which saw competitors hurl 
themselves into freezing waters. 

“Ireland is a very cold one,” says Hunt. 

“It’s nice to have one close to home but it’s often 
very cold, windy, and has lots of waves. 

“It’s almost one of the most satisfying competitions 
because afterwards you’re really proud of yourself 
that you’ve done it. 

“But it’s one of the most daunting ones.” 

Hunt will start the defence of his world crown this 
weekend when the 2015 series begins in the Port of 
Cartagena, Colombia. 

When it all begins again, Hunt will once more have 
in the back of his mind the risk he is willing to take 
for the love of diving. 

“There is danger,” Hunt says. 

“We’re all professionals but injuries do happen. 

“Everyone is trying to push themselves and some¬ 
times you push a little bit further than your limit. 

“Thankfully we have all the safety we need. 

“We’ve got the scuba divers in the water, so if some¬ 
one is knocked unconscious by the water they’re 
there. 

“We haven’t had any serious incidents. 

“We’ve had people with very bad bruises, but usual¬ 
ly they’re back at the competition a few hours later.” 

It’s not a sport that a loving mother would want to 
watch her dear child hurtling at almost the national 
speed limit into the deep blue. 

“My mum used to get a little bit nervous when she 
came to watch me,” Hunt said. 

“She’s used to watching it now.” 

With the limits of what is possible in cliff diving 
always being tested, Hunt’s instincts tell him that his 
pioneering stock of dives will be able to keep him in 
the top runners this season as he aims for a fifth title. 

“I’m not so scared of it anymore,” he said about his 
chosen dive. 

“The couple of times you do it in competitions there 
are always a bit more nerves going into to it. 

“But now I’ve done a year of this dive, I’m happy 
with it. 

“I’m thinking about doing it a little bit harder with 
an extra twist, but I’m not rushing into anything.”

SPITFIRES ON AN 
AMAZING VOYAGE 


IT is a truly amazing journey, 
in a relatively short space of 
time. 

This weekend Eastleigh Football 
Club went into their final game of the 
season needing just a point to guaran¬ 
tee themselves a Conference Premier 
play-off place. 

In their first-ever season of rubbing 
shoulders with the elite of English non 
league football, the Spitfires took on 
Kidderminster Harriers on Saturday 
tea-time on the brink of an astonishing 
achievement. 

If they can claim a top five finish, just 

12 months after coming up as Blue 
Square South champions, Eastleigh 
would be just three games away from 
the Football League. 

It is worth saying that again, for 
emphasis sake if nothing else. 

Eastleigh would be just three games 
away from the Football League. 

Three games away from two 
Hampshire derbiesw. 

Not against Basingstoke, or Havant & 
Waterlooville, or even Aldershot. 

No, they would be three games away 
from League 2 derbies in 2015/16 
against Portsmouth. 

The same Portsmouth who as recent¬ 
ly as May 2010 were a Premier League 
club. 

Very few clubs in non league football 
have been as upwardly mobile as 
Eastleigh since the turn of the 21st cen¬ 
tury. 

As recently as the 2001/02 season, 
they were finishing mid-table in the 
Wessex League. 

They were 13th that season, 33 points 
adrift of champions Andover (a club 
that no longer exist). 

Eastleigh were behind the likes of 
Brockenhurst, Newbury, Moneyfields, 
Fareham, Bemerton Heath Harlequins 
and Thatcham Town. 

They were mid-table in the ninth tier 
of English football, and that was only 

13 years ago. 

Now, if they got at least a point 
against Kidderminster, they will be 
standing four and a half hours away 
from the fourth tier. 

It is worth a look back at how 
Eastleigh got from where they were in 
2001/02 to where they are now.

These are indeed very heady days for 
a club who as recently as last season 
were only averaging crowds around 
the 600 mark.

SEVEN CRICKETING FEUDS 


MARLON Samuels caused a stir 
with his mocking salute of Ben 
Stokes, after the England all- 
rounder was dismissed cheaply 
in Grenada during the second 
Test. 

Here, the Sports Pink examines 
seven not-so-magnificent crick¬ 
eting feuds, ancient and modern: 


SAMUELS v STOKES: This feisty pair singled one 
another out first when Stokes was bowling to 
Samuels as the West Indies batted first in the sec¬ 
ond Test in Grenada. When the England all-rounder 
later picked out deep midwicket with an attempted 
big hit at Devendra Bishoo, Samuels responded with 
an erect and comical salute at close quarters as the 
dismissed batsman made his way off. Stokes came 
back with a close-of-play tweet, “saluting” England 
for establishing a significant first-innings lead. 

JAVED v LILLEE: The unfortunate enduring image is 
of Dennis Lillee crouched as if to attack and Javed 
Miandad with his bat held hammer-like above his 
shoulder. Umpire Tony Crafter was caught in the 
middle as the two squabbled after a mid-pitch colli¬ 
sion over a single in the 1981-82 Perth Test. Wisden 
described the scene as “one of the most undignified 
incidents in Test history”. After much posturing off 
the field too between witnesses and officials, Lillee 
was first fined 200 Australian dollars - reduced to 
120, but with a two-match ban added. Javed was 
not punished. 



WATSON V CLARKE: Vice-captain Shane Watson, 
pictured, was one of four Australians dropped during 
the 2012-13 tour of India, after 
questionnaires to team mem¬ 
bers did not find favour with 
everyone. ‘Homework-gate’ 
was coined, with captain 
Michael Clarke and 
Watson apparently 
opposed. The disquiet was 
revisited before the second 
Ashes Test against England 
at Lord’s in 2013, when 
sacked coach Mickey Arthur - 
in the text of a claim for unfair 
dismissal - revealed Clarke described 
Watson as a “cancer” on the team. That series was 
lost, but Clarke and Watson have since enjoyed an 
Ashes whitewash of England together and World 
Cup success. 


BOTHAM v CHAPPELL: Former Test captains 
turned pundits Ian Chappell and Ian Botham have 
been at loggerheads for decades - after an apparent 
bar-room disagreement during the 1977 Centenary 
Test. Neither was playing - Botham was yet to make 
his debut - but that did not stop them locking horns. 
Content, and scale of aggression, is disputed on 
both sides. But lasting dislike for one another is not. 
They have spent almost 40 years, initially on the 
pitch, either arguing or - more wisely - avoiding con¬ 
tact. 


JARDINE v AUSTRALIA: Still cricket’s most infa¬ 
mous row, more than 80 years on. England captain 
Douglas Jardine had the firepower, especially 
Harold Larwood, to deliver the tactic which became 
known as ‘Bodyline’. England needed to stop Don 
Bradman dominating the 1932-33 series, as he did 
so many others, and bowling short into the bats¬ 
men’s bodies - with an impregnable field of leg-side 
catchers - was Jardine’s method of deployment. 
After being hit in the chest in the third Test in 
Adelaide, Australia captain Bill Woodfull reportedly 
told England’s team manager Pelham Warner: 

“There are two teams out there, one is playing crick¬ 
et. The other is making no attempt to do so”. A 
diplomatic incident ensued. Cricket was left with a 
sour taste, and a new law preventing anyone posi¬ 
tioning more than two fielders behind square on the 
leg-side. 

GATTING v RANA: Like the Javed-Lillee spat, 
England captain Mike Gatting’s confrontation with 
Pakistani umpire Shakoor Rana in Faisalabad in 
1987-88 is imprinted on many a cricket soul thanks 
to footage at the time. The photograph of the 
enraged pair telling each other their thoughts exactly 
- after Rana stepped in when he sensed the field 
was being changed during the bowler’s run-up - is 
there forever for millions. Gatting had to write a letter 
of apology so the Test could resume. 

ANDERSON v JADEJA: Jostling between James 
Anderson and Ravindra Jadeja in the stairwell of the 
Trent Bridge pavilion as they came off for lunch dur¬ 
ing the first Test of the 2014 series belatedly came 
to light in the form of a Level 3 charge laid against 
Anderson by India via the International Cricket 
Council. England issued a counter-charge at the less 
serious Level 2, and the second Test at Lord’s 
became a tense and hostile environment. It was not 
until after the third in Southampton, and a discipli¬ 
nary hearing by a judicial commissioner, that the 
cases against both were dismissed. 
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From a simple door swap to a

YORKSHIRE will be without 
Ryan Sidebottom when they 
host Hampshire next month - 
but will have all their England 
players back. 

Hampshire’s next away game 
is at Headingley on May 10 is 
one of their biggest games of 
the season. 

The county champions will be 
without former England left- 
armer Sidebottom, who is out 
for six weeks, and have already 
had to draft in India’s 
Cheteshwar Pujara to replace 
Aaron Finch, who is sidelined 
for up to 12 after suffering a 
hamstring injury at the Indian 
Premier League. 

Yorkshire had to begin the 
defence of their county crown 
without seven first-choice play¬ 
ers - captain Andrew Gale, who 
was completing a disciplinary 
ban at Worcester, and six away

on Test duty with England in the 
West Indies. 

They were reportedly consid¬ 
ering whether to ask England if 
leg-spinner Adil Rashid, still 
uncapped after missing out on 
selection for the first two Tests, 
can return home early to bolster 
their squad for the 
Championship match against 
Warwickshire. 

But they should have Rashid 
back for Hampshire’s visit - as 
well as a few of their other 
England players. 

Being centrally contracted, 

Joe Root and Gary Ballance are 
likely to be rested. 

But Jonny Bairstow, Adam 
Lyth and Liam Plunkett may 
play their first LV County 
Championship match of the 
season against Hampshire in a 
fortnight’s time. 



In contrast, 26 year-old Hales has 
got off to a veritable flier. 

He already has 404 first-class 
runs at 67.3. 

Admittedly, 129 of those came 
against Loughborough University. 
But the career-best 236 he made 
against Yorkshire last week 
means he will arrive at The Ageas 
Bowl as the country’s leading run 
scorer so far this season. 

Michael Carberry is not far 
behind him with 373 at 74.6 but 
with his England career seemingly 
over, Test cricket’s loss looks like 
being Hampshire’s gain this sum¬ 
mer. 

Hales has three of England’s top 
four T20 scores (116 v Sri Lanka, 

99 v West Indies and 80no v New 
Zealand) from 33 internationals. 

But the 26 year-old hoped to 
have played more than nine ODIs 
by now. 

Two of those came at the begin¬ 
ning of a World Cup campaign he 
has described as “an embarrass¬ 
ment and that is being generous - 
we played with a fear of failure.”

He has an incremental ECB con¬ 
tract but is frustrated at the stop- 
start nature of his international 
career thus far. 


Frustration 


In a recent interview, he said: “I 
don’t feel like I’ve had a proper 
crack at it yet. 

“I played the back end of last 
summer against India, did OK 
without setting the world alight, 
and since then it has been the odd 
game, coming in, dropping out 
again. That is a fair thing to say.” 

It is fair to say that Hales took 
his frustration out on the county 


champions this week. 

He batted for six hours on the 
first day of Championship cricket 
at Trent Bridge this season, facing 
only 282 balls for his 236 (38 fours, 
one six), the competition’s highest 
score of the season so far. 

That was against an attack led 
by Tim Bresnan and Jack Brooks, 
who took 9-84 in the match against 
Notts, making him the competi¬ 
tion’s leading wicket-taker so far 
with 13 at 19.23. 

Afterwards, Hales said: “This 
year I want to make as many big 
scores as I can in this format 
because it's still my dream to 
play Test cricket.”

But Gidman has an outstanding 
record against Hampshire with bat and 
ball (269 runs at 44 and 23 wickets at 
16.8) and a big haul for Philander is 
surely only a matter of time. 

Philander, a controversial pick ahead 
of Kyle Abbott for South Africa’s World 
Cup semi-final defeat against Australia, 
failed to take a wicket in his only previ¬ 
ous Championship appearance against 
Hampshire, for Kent at Canterbury 
two years ago (36-4-88-0).

But with 121 Test wickets at 21.95, it 
is surely only a matter of time before 
he improves on a Championship record 
of 36 wickets at 29, accrued in brief 
spells with Middlesex (2008), Somerset 
(2012) and Kent (2013). 

The arrivals of Philander and 
Gidman were factors in the ending of 
Andre Adams’ long association with 
Notts (2007-14). 

He is likely to make his home debut 
for Hampshire against his previous 
employers. 

He had knee surgery during the win¬ 
ter and a cortisone injection in a trou¬ 
blesome elbow last month, but is back 
to full match fitness after taking 3-113 
from 37 overs on debut against 
Warwickshire at Edgbaston this week. 

Not a bad effort for a 39 year-old. “I’ve 
got three months to get through and it 
won’t be pain free, that’s a pipe 
dream!” he laughed.

his arm during the Big Bash. 

Notts have a new opening batsman 
who Sean Ervine knows well. Like 
Ervine, Brendan Taylor has retired 
from international cricket with 
Zimbabwe to focus on county cricket. 

With 433 runs at 72, he was one of the 
top batsmen at this year’s World Cup 
but is now focused on maximising his 
earning potential with Notts after sign¬ 
ing as a Kolpak player last month. 

His century on debut against 
Middlesex at Lord’s was not a bad way 
to start. 

All-rounder Will Gidman, a winter 
signing from Gloucestershire, has not 
made a big impact in Notts’ first two 
matches and nor has new overseas star

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Wisden Cricketers’ Almanac

The inaugural Wisden was published in 
1864 so it would, perhaps, be a tad 
unfair had it been voted sports book of 
the year every twelve months in the 
intervening century-and-a-half, but it’s 
possible, once again, to make a con¬ 
vincing case for the 2015 version to lift 
sporting literature’s equivalent of an 
Oscar later this year. 

“If you don’t like small print and crick¬ 
et, then the 
Almanac is 
not for you,” 
wrote one 
reviewer last 
year, yet 
while the 
book’s tiny 
font size is 
easily cir¬ 
cumnavigat¬ 
ed courtesy 
of a pair of 
specs, it 
might be a little more informative to 
suggest that if you enjoy reading 
accomplished writers on cricket, then 
Wisden deserves a place on your book¬ 
case, for the traditions of Cardus and 
Arlott are maintained in the latest edi¬ 
tion. 

The Almanac has always revelled in 
the opportunity to refer to obscure 
cricketing facts and incidents from the 
preceding twelve months. Here, it 
reminds us of a match in Delhi when 
seven runs were scored off a single ball, 
though not one of them were off the 
bat, after the umpire signalled a wide on 
a ball bowled by Lasith Malinga. The 
wicketkeeper then parried the ball 
(notching up a bye) onto a stationary 
helmet, which resulted in Malinga’s 
team, the Mumbai Indians, suffering a 
further, five-run penalty. 

Cricketers are rightly portrayed as a 
humorous bunch and Wisden’s list of 
the unusual, together with its chronicle 
of the year, are always extremely funny. 

For instance, much was made of the 
cricketing contest between the Vatican 
and Canterbury’s finest - the Anglicans 
prevailed over the Catholics by a nar¬ 
row margin - prompting Justin Welby, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, to 
declare the victory “one of the greatest 
ecumenical moments of our genera¬ 
tion.” Who said he was dour? 

Editor Lawrence Booth deserves 
credit for introducing a section on 
women’s cricket and highlighting the 
declining number of cricket’s partici¬ 
pants, a worrying trend, he maintains, 
caused by the game being transmitted 
almost exclusively on subscription tele¬ 
vision while being subject to poor man¬ 
agement. 

No-one will plough through 1,584 
pages in one sitting, but if you’re after a 
sports book you can dip into all year, 
there is none better than Wisden 
Cricketers’ Almanac.

HAMPSHIRE return to 
Championship action at 
The Ageas Bowl this 
weekend as they wel¬ 
come Hottinghamshire 
to West End. 

They have enjoyed some 
memorable wins against 
the midlands county since 
the start of the 1970s, and 
the Sports Pink turns the 
clock back here to relive 
some of the best. 

We start with a remark¬ 
able 295-run success at 
Bournemouth’s Dean Park 
in August 1973. 

David O’Sullivan bagged 
match figures of 11-41, 
including 5-15 in the second 
innings as Notts were skit¬ 
tled for just 49. 

That crushing success 
took Hampshire to the 
brink of the county title, 
which they sealed a few 
days later - by beating 
Yorkshire at Dean Park.

On this day in sport, April 25 

1872: CB Fry, one of the great¬ 
est all-round British sportsmen, 
was born. He played cricket for 
Sussex and Hampshire and was 
capped 26 times by England. He 
was an England football interna¬ 
tional and also appeared for 
Southampton in the 1902 FA 
Cup final. He also played rugby 
union for the Barbarians, and in 
1893 he set a world long jump 
record. He died on September 7, 
1956. 

2001: Leeds wrapped up the 
£12million signing of Robbie 
Keane ahead of schedule by 
agreeing to stagger payments 
with Inter Milan. 

2001: Peter Schmeichel bowed 
out of international football fol¬ 
lowing his 129th Denmark 
appearance. 

2004: Arsenal clinched the 
Premiership title by drawing 2-2 
with Tottenham at White Hart 
Lane, and went on to end the 
league campaign unbeaten. 

2006: Jens Lehmann saved a 
late Juan Roman Riquelme 
penalty as Arsenal claimed a 
goalless draw at Villarreal to seal 
their place in the Champions 
League final. They went on to 
lose the final 2-1 to Barcelona in 
Paris. 

2007: It was confirmed that 
England World Cup winner Alan 
Ball had died aged 61. He died 
of a suspected heart attack after 
battling to put out a bonfire in 
his garden. 

2010: Leeds beat Worcester 12- 
10 to condemn the Sixways club 
to relegation from rugby's 
Premiership after a six-year stay. 

2012: Bayern Munich booked a 
place in the Champions League 
final against Chelsea with victory 
in the penalty shootout against 
Real Madrid. Cristiano Ronaldo 
missed in the shootout which 
Bayern won 3-1. The German 
side subsequently lost on penal¬ 
ties to Chelsea in the final at 
their own Allianz Arena. 

2013: Chelsea defeated Basle 
2-1 in the opening leg of their 
Europa League semi-final in 
Switzerland. The Blues went on 
to win the second leg 3-1 and 
subsequently lifted the trophy 
thanks to a 2-1 win over Benfica 
in the Amsterdam Arena. 

2014: Former Barcelona coach 
Tito Vilanova died of throat can¬ 
cer at the age of 45. Vilanova led 
the Catalan club for a season 
after taking over from Pep 
Guardiola in 2012 but was
